Election Voiding 


Is Explained 


The Student Commission, in a 
meeting held on March 15, amended 
Article 3, Section 4, Paragraph 2 of 
the school constitution. The article 
reads in part: ‘““The primary elec- 
ion shall be held on the Monday 
and Tuesday of the fourth week} 
prior to the end of the spring se- 
mester.” The purpose of the 
amendment was to change the elec- 
tion date, making the recent elec- 
tions in accordance with the school 
constitution, and to make it possi- 
ble for the newly elected officers to 
represent Hartnell at the Califor- 
nia Junior College Student Govern- 
ment Convention to be held at Co- 
ronado on April 1. 

Through an oversight, the amend- 
ment failed to conform with Arti- 
cle 6, Section 2, which reads in 
part: “A petition bearing the signa- 
tures of 15 per cent of the Asso- 
ciated Students must be submitted 
with the proposed amendments to 
the constitution which shall then 
designate a special election to be 
held within three weeks after the

that the rights of the majority 
shall not be jeopardized by the ac- 
tions of a few, the president of the 
conference, John Krawchak, feels 
confident that this meeting ‘will 
contribute its share to the progress 
attained by our association during 
the eight years of its existence. 


Fred S. Farr 
Speaks Here 


Last Tuesday, March 30, at 12 
noon, Fred S. Farr entertained 30 
International Club members and 
guests in the Little Theater. Mr. 
Farr, presently a lawyer in Carmel 
and a former United States advisor 
to Puerto Rico, spoke on the sub- 
ject, “Where Is Puerto Rico Go- 
ing?” 

He talked about how the present 
government was established and 
how the constitution was drawn up. 
He stated that the radicals that 
fired upon the President and on 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives represented only 500 peo- 
ple of the two million population. 
He also said that Puerto Rico could 
never be independent economically 
and industrially. Puerto Rico now 
as a type of commonwealth of the 
United States produces only sugar 
and rum.

Newman Club 
Has Speaker 


Tuesday’s meeting of the New- 
man Club proved to be an histori- 
cal lesson as well as a regular meet- 
ing. 

The Reverend Father Reginald 

McDonough, O.F.M., of San Ga- 
briel, spoke on the California mis- 
sions, giving a general idea of the 
founding of all of the missions 
throughout the state. 
* Father McDonough, a Franciscan 
priest, is of the same order of priests 
that came to California with Fa- 
ther Junipero Serra to build the 
missions during the eighteenth cen- 
tury. ws 

The chain of missions started by 
Father Serra began in San Diego. 
Then in succession came Carmel, 
San Antonio, San Gabriel, San Luis 
Obispo, San Juan Capistrano, San 
Francisco, Santa. Clara, and San 
Buenaventura. These missions were 
founded by Father Serra himself. 
After his death, ‘this successor 
founded Missions Santa Barbara, 
Perissima, Santa Cruz, Nuestra Se- 
nora de la Soledad, San Jose, San 
Juan Bautista, San Miguel, San 
Fernando, and San Luis Rey. The 
last three to be founded were San 
Rafael, Santa Ynez, and Solano. 

At the present time, all but one 
of the missions have been restored 
to their original uses as mission 
churches, The one remaining is 
Mission Perissima, which is used 
as a state museum. 

The mission of Santa Barbara is 
the mission in the most perfect 
state of being as it was when the 
Indians still roamed the hills. 

The Carmel mission was the 
headquarters of Father Sérra, and 
the main mission of Alta California 
at the time of the padres. In Baja 
California, San Diego was the cen- 
tral point. 

The mission period lasted for ap- 
proximately 65 years, and in thdt 
time, 21 missions were established, 
the southernmost being San Diego 
and the northernmost being San 
Rafael and Solano. 


The Tuesday meeting was also | 


the occasion of the first meeting 
with the new chaplain; Father Ray- 
mond Ruscito, of Sacred Heart 
Parish. He is replacing Father

Since January 1, according to 
school officials, $1,004.33 in claims 
have been paid out for various in- 
juries received. This includes ev- 
erything from sprained ankles in 
basketball, to sprained fingers, etc., 
in football. j 

The lowest bill reported since 
January 1 was $3.00 and the high- 
est was $103.50. 

President Lemos commented that 
the week of March | seemed to be 
the week for students’ injuries, with 
a total of eight accidents being re- 
ported.

The above state- 
ment is quoted from Section 212 (a) 
of Public Law 550. 

If you know any other vets that 
have not signed up for their train- 
ing allowances, clue them in and 
get them to start as soon as pos- 
sible.

The Northern Region California 
Association of Women Deans and 
Vice-Principals conference was held 
on March 26, 27, and 28, at the 
Sacramento Hotel in Sacramento. 

The essence of the conference 
was based around the “Problems 
of the Gifted Child.” The panel 
consisted of Dr. Anne Bradfield, 
the Alameda County psychiatrist; 
Miss Margaret Crosby, director of 
guidance and counseling of the 
Oakland Public Schools; Dr. Lily 
Bowman, director of research in the 
San Francisco schools; and Miss 
Margaret Webb, dean of, girls of 
the Palo Alto High School, who 
succeeded in breaking up the prob- 
lem objectively and presenting it. 

One of the keynote speakers of 

the conference was Dr. Elyse Mar- 
tens of the Berkeley Public Schools 
who delivered a luncheon discus- 
sion. Dr. Thomas Barrows, the di- 
rector of the extension division of 
the University of California in Ber- 
keley, highlighted the conference 
with a very effective speech. 
- Four seminars were held during 
this week end which discussed jun- 
ior high school, high school, junior 
college, and college divisions. 

Miss Handley, dean of women at 
Hartnell, who is the treasurer of 
the organization, and Miss Ger- 
trude Waterman, who is the secre- 
tary, were the representatives from 
Salinas. 


Randel M. Wilson is the only vet- 
eran attending Hartnell under Pub- 
lic Law 16, which provides train- 
ing for disabled veterans.

Dillard’s fast ball was sizzling, as 
only one inmate was able to hit a 
fair ball out of the infield. A lit- 
tle wildness— eight bases on balls 
and one hit batsman — even added 
to the portsider’s effectiveness, as 
the convicts couldn’t dig in at the 
plate for fear of getting a mouth- 
ful of horsehide. Dillard’s bat was 
booming also, as he led the team’s 
13-hit attack with three timely sin- 


gles.

Boutte each slammed out homeruns 
to further annihilate the prison- 
ers. Outfielder Dick Herman also 
rapped out two bingles. 

It’s a wonder the Panthers were 
not obliged to stay within the tow- 
ering fences to pay for the 10 bases 
they pilfered. Dillard set the pace, 
claiming three. 

In the opening contest, Kolstad 
dropped the first nine men to face 
him, eight of them via the strike- 
out route, before he was reached 
for base raps in the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth frames. The big right- 
hander finished by setting the final 
seven men down, whiffing all but 
one of them. The single prison 
run was unearned as the man scor- 
ing reached base on an error. Hal- 
terman, speedy second _ sacker, 


bashed out two hits, one a three-. 


bagger. The seven other Panther 
hits were evenly distributed. 

TWO GAMES TOMORROW 

A big crowd is expected to be 
on hand tomorrow when the Pan- 
thers will go after their fifth and 
sixth consecutive wins, hosting the 
San Jose Junior College nine in a 
doubleheader. The -first game will 
start at 10:30 on the Hartnell dia- 
mond.

ADAMS COMPLETES 
12 YEARS AS COACH 


This is a brief sketch of the rec- 
ord of Coach Ed Adams, athletic 
director of Hartnell College. 

Coach Ed Adams graduated from 
Oregon State College in 1935, and 
received his master’s degree from 
Southern Galifornia in 1936. He 
started his first coaching assign- 
ment at Salinas Junior College in 
1937, his first job, and it was as 
rough as they come. Adams had to 
teach all the sports because there 
were no otther physical education 
instructors. At that time there was 
no equipment and the financial 
status of the college was low. Out 
of an 108-erollment at the college, 
19 turned out for football. In 1941 
Bud Winter was hired and took 
over the football and track assign- 
ments. This left Adams with bas- 
ketball and baseball. 

In 1942, Coach Adaims was com- 
missioned in the United States Air 
Force and served his term, being 
released in 1946. He remained out 
of teaching for a year and returned 
to Hartnell in 1947, Adams took 
over as head football coach and 
found an outstanding athlete in 
Don Burke, who is now with the 
San Francisco 49’ers. In 1948, Bob 
Robinet coached the football team. 
Ab Wilson helped out Adams in 
1949 and in 1951 the unforgettable 
Dick Voris took over the football 
chores. 

When Coach Adams first came to 
Hartnell there were only eight 
teams in the conference. Today the 
conference consists of three leagues 
and _18 teams. At the time that 
Adams came to Hartnell there was 
no gym or track. He was mainly 
responsible for the building of our 
gym and track facilities. 

PICKS BEST ATHLETES 

Coach Adams has been a physi- 
cal education instructor for 12 years 
now at Hartnell. He coached foot- 
ball in the years ’37, ’38, 39, and 
47, and assisted in other years; 
baseball in ’38 through ’41; basket- 
ball, all 12 years; and track, ’38, ’39, 
AE 49, O0e OLY 52; 

Through these years of coaching, 
Adams feels that the following ath-

Bob Larson, by virtue of his seven 
first places in track competition 
this year, has been selected as the 
outstanding track personality of the 
week. In only three track meets, 
Larson has compiled a total of 38 
points, and. has placed first in three 
different events. 

Larson has won in the high 
jump, pole vault, and the high hur- 
dies. The high jump is Bob’s spe- 
cialty, and he has cleared over six 
feet. He won the event last year in 
the Coast Conference and in the 
Small College meet. The lanky 
athlete claims not to have practiced 
much in the pole vault, but in the 
San Jose meet cleared 12 feet to 
win the event. 

An interesting note is that Lar- 
son was comparatively inactive ‘in 
sport competition prior to enter- 
ing college. In his second year at 
Hartnell, Bob has won three block 
awards, and is well on his way to 
a fourth. He made the basketball 
team, the first year that he ever 
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erts obtained top honors in 3:44.1. 
Larson also tied three ways in the 
high jump at six feet. Al Miller 
and Skip Connely tied for second 
place honors.

L. C, “Jet” Joyner, contained by 
the Panthers during the football 
season, broke loose to score 17 
points in four events as a one-man 
effort for the Vikings. Don Arm- 
strong of the Frosh lived up to ex- 
pectations as he sprinted to a 21.5 
in the 220—two tenths of a sec- 
ond faster than. the varsity event 
was run.
